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Hears Lease Proposals 


The Elba Hospital Authority met last 
Thursday (March 31, 1983) to consider 
proposals relative to the continued 
operation of the 47-bed Elba General 
Hospital and 71-bed nursing home. This 
includes the new 24-bed wing added to 
the nursing home, and the renovations 
and expansions to the hospital complex 
with a grand total cost of $1.9 million. 

Authority Chairman Drexel Cook 
announced at the opening of the 
meeting that only proposals to lease the 
facility would be considered, as 
members of the Authority (Board) had 
decided this was the best approach for 
the people of Elba. 

Board members present, along with 
Cook, were Carolyn Brunson, Clayton 
Hickman, Virgil Coleman and Pete 
Dorsey. Others attending the day-long 
presentations included Administrator 
Jim Nichols, Board Attorney Merrill 
Shirley, Mayor Bob English and Ferrin 
Cox, publisher .of The Elba Clipper. 

Three companies, from the many 
who reviewed the facilities, made 
formal presentations to the board 
members Thursday. A fourth from 
south Florida cancelled after the. 
schedule had been prepared. Those

their motives.’’ He explained that 
Baptist Medical Centers were non-profit 
and had no stockholders. 

Baptist offered a five-year lease with 
annual payments of $170,000 . (or 
slightly more than the annual payment 
to Farmers Home). They asked for 
options to renew the lease for an 
additional 20 years in _ five-year 
increments, and offered to increase the 
lease payment 10 percent each time of 
renewal, 

They would purchase the working 
capital of the facility (estimated at 
$260,000), and guarantee spending of 
$150,000 immediately and $400,000 in 
the next five years . . .all on new 
equipment, 

They would require that the hospital 
authority reroof the old part of the 
hospital at the expense of the Authority 
and would require that the Authority or 
city reimburse them if free hospital care 
to the poor exceeded eight percent of 
gross revenue. They expressed a strong 
conviction that it would never exceed 
this figure, but still wanted it in the 
contract. 


Cook told Seymore ‘‘We would 
never consider anyone who didn't have 
a firm plan for capital equipment 
investment,’’ and was told that 
“Equipment is very important,’’ by 
Seymore. 

“There are three critical things to 
consider,’’ said Seymore. ‘They are: 
Quality of Care, Quality Assurance 
Program and Capital Improvement.’’ 
He explained that the short trip to 
Montgomery would be beneficial to the 
people of Elba, and when problems 
became critical and patients needed 


Montgomery. He also stressed they 
would have programs of Continuing 
Education for staff and the public. 


Northeast Alabama Regional 
Medical Center of Anniston was 
represented by Don Payne and Sanford 
England. They pointed out that their 
firm was non-profit, operated several 
hospitals and had the day before 
purchased a hospital within a few miles 
of Elba. The ability to purchase in 
quantity, and use of their firm’s 
computer programs would be a benefit 
to the Elba hospital, according to 
Payne. 

Payne pointed out that the average 
daily patient count in the Elba hospital 
had been the highest in the area in 1979 
but had declined to seventh highest in 
1982. ‘You can’t pay expenses with 
57.4-bed census,’’ said Payne. He 
proposed attracting more doctors to the 
facility and said he would recruit at least 
two general practitioners and one 
general surgeon. He pointed out that 
another problem with the local hospital 
is that 61 percent of the patients 
involved third-party cost jase payers. 
These include Medicare, Medicaid and 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield that only pay a 
figure they determine to be the actual 
cost of treatment and not the actual 
amount billed. A number of actual 
expenses are excluded from these 
figures, and Payne noted this increases 
the cost on other patients. He noted 
that new federal regulations will 
increase this problem in 1984, 

The Anniston group offered a lease 
of five years. They would pay the debt 
service (Farmers Home loan of $140,000 
plus bank loans) plus any future 
approved debt service. They would 


and pay for current assets and current ea ‘ 


liabilities at fair market values. 


The Hill-Burton funds were referred 
to in each proposal. None could state 
what these obligations amount to, but 
each agreed Elba had received about 
$800,000 in grants under the program. 
The obligations expire after 20 years, 
and the first grants for Elba would have 
been in force 20 years this fall; but 
additional loans and grants make the 
obligation continue until 1991. It is 
possible that a cash payment will have 
to be made to the government to relieve 
this obligation, but each proposal 
includes an agreement to assume this 
responsibility. 

Payne added in discussion with 
board members that they were open to 
negotiate the lease factor, but ‘‘any 
added cost must be added to patient 
charges.’’ 

Each applicant responded to 
questions by board members and 
agreed to purchase as many services as 
possible in Elba. Each of them 
proposed to retain all the present 
employees, assuming they were willing 
to work. ‘‘We find the staff here to be 
motivated and highly professional,’’ 
one of the applicants noted. 


The final* applicant was National 
Healthcare Inc. of Dothan with Steve 
Phelps as spokesman. He is also 
administrator of Southeast General 
Hospital in Dothan, which his firm 
operates under a management contract. 
They operate hospitals in Georgia and 
Arkansas, both as owners and under 
lease agreements, similar to that being 
considered by Elba.

the Elba Rescue Squad where they were 
treated in the emergency room and later 
admitted.

Miss Holt suffered 
cuts and bruises, but also a broken arm 
and torn ligaments in her leg, 

Miss Tucker was released from the 
hospital on Tuesday and Miss Holt was 
released Wednesday.

SILVERWARE CARE 

If you save your 
silverware for special 
occasions, now might be a 
good time to get it out and 
polish it. It's probably 
tarnished. Minute amounts 
of sulpher compounds in the 
air combine with the silver to 
cause it to darken. Hand 
rubbing is the safest way to 
remove tarnish. 

First, wash silver in hot, 
sudsy water and dry it 
immediately on a soft cloth. 
Then apply a commercial 
silver polish and follow the 
manufacturer's directions. 
Follow the polishing with 
another wash, then rinse and 
dry. Don't use a scouring pad 
or harsh cleaner, as silver is 
easily scratched. 

To protect silver from the 
sulpher compounds, wrap it 
in soft tissue paper, then 
store it in an_ airtight 
polyethylene bag. But the 
best way to prevent tarnish is 
to use your silver daily.

The U.S. Department of 
Education is offering 
financial aid for students 
going to college, vocational 
or technical schools and 
professional school.

There are five financial 
aid programs: Pell Grants, 
Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grants (SEOG),

Pell Grants are given to 
students who need financial 
aid for education after high 
school.

SEOG's do not have to be 
paid back as Pell Grants. The 
rules for SEOG'’s are the 
same as Pell Grants except 
some schools award them to 
less than half-time students. 

The CW-S lets you earn 
money to put toward your 
school expenses and are for 
graduates as well as under- 
graduates. Usually you have 
to be going to school at least 
half-time though some 
schools give them to less 
than half-time students. 


NSDL’s are 
with low interest, made 
through your school’s 
financial aid office. This is 
for graduates or under- 
graduates going to schoo] at 
least half-time. This money 
must be paid back.

You must also 
have financial need, attend a 
school that takes part in one 


or more of the programs, be 
enrolled at least half-time 
except for CW-S and SEOG, 
be working toward a degree 
except for GSL and be 
making satisfacotry grading 
progress.

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Treasure Forest Program 


In Alabama trees have 
become one of its most 
valuable natural resources. 
Yet according to the 
Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion (AFC) most of the 
state’s 200,000 privatd non- 
industrial landowners are not 
managing their forests to its 
fullest potential. 

Studies show private non- 
industrial forestlands 
produce about half their po- 
tential value. That is why the 
Alabama Forestry Planning 
Committee (AFPC) sponsors 
the TREASURE Forest Pro- 


gram. 

The TREASURE Forest 
Program locates and publicly 
honors people who manage 
their forests for all the re- 
sources for which their land 
is suited. The name 
TREASURE is an acronym 
for these uses. They are 
Timber, Recreation, Envi- 
ronment, Aesthetics, and a 
Sustained Usable Resource. 

To be a _ certified 
TREASURE Forest a land- 
owner must have one or more 
primary forest goals, a 
written or oral plan, and a 


program which protects the . 
. forest from most harmful 


agents (fire, insects, disease, 
etc.). Other land uses must 
also be considered, but less 
intensively. Any private, 
public or corporate landown- 
er is eligible for TREASURE 
regardless of acres, location 
or land use. 

The TREASURE Forest 
Program also promotes the 
right of every Alabama land- 
owner to decide what bene- 
fits and objectives he wants 
from his forest. One person 
may manage primarily for 
wildlife, while another might 
favor timber or recreation or 
perhaps environmental 
quality. The opportunity for 
each of these landowners to 
decide their management 
goal is one of the key points 
to the program, and each 
would qualify for 
TREASURE Forest certifica- 
tion as long as they manage 
the other benefits with their 
main objective. 

For those interested in 
having certified TREASURE 


Forests, the process is 
simple. Someone must first 
submit the  landowner’s 


name to their county or local 
representative of an AFPC 
agency, which can be done 
by anyone. Nomination 
forms and pamphlets 
explaining the program are 


available at any local office of 
each cooperating agency. 

Once the nomination 
form is completed, it is then 
sent to that  area’s 
TREASURE Forest district 
coordinator. Upon notifica- 
tion, he will then arrange for 
a registered forester and 
wildlife biologist to inspect 
the property at the conveni- 
ence of the landowner or his 
representative. Other local 
AFPC members are also 
given an opportunity to join 
in the inspection. 

The inspection process 
can vary in length from a 
couple of hours to more than 
a day, depending on acreage, 
accessibility and the type of 
management being done. 

Each team follows a set of 
guidelines during their 
inspection. They determine 
the location, size and type of 
the property; the land- 
owner’s objectives and if a 
plan is being followed; if any 
harmful agents (fire, insects, 
disease, etc.) are present and 
what steps are being taken in 
the area of control and pre- 
vention; timber, types, how 
well-stocked, and any hard- 
wood sites and _ timber 
management being done; 
game and nongame species 
present, plus the condition of 
wildlife habitat; evidence of 
erosion and what is being 
done to control it, considera- 
tion given to water quality, 
aesthetics and the general 
environment. 

On every inspection 
record is a space for the 
“inspector's comment.”’ 
This allows both inspectors 
to add any informaiton they 
feel will help in the final 
decision-making process. 

When completed, the in- 
spection record is then for- 
warded to the State 
TREASURE Forest Coordi- 
nator who then places it in a 
permanent landowner file 
until the Services Subcom- 
mittee meets. The Services 
Subcommittee meets 
quarterly based on the 
number of applications, It 
takes a unanimous vote by all 
members for certificaiton. 

The district coordinator is 
notified of each decision. He 
then arranges a ceremony to 
present the award of which 
consists of a TREASURE 
Forest sign, certificate and 


hat. Certification is good for — 


a period of five years, before 
being reinspected. Those 
maintaining TREASURE 


standards will be recerti- 
fied and continue to display 
their TREASURE signs. 

Since 1976, 203 forest 
landowners owning 328,886 
acres have certified 
TREASURE Forests. 

An annual award plus 
$500 is given each year to the 
outstanding TREASURE 
Forest landowner in each of 
the three Alabama Coopera- 
tive Extension Service 
districts. A state winner is 
selected from these and 
given an additional $500.

Hotline Established 


Agriculture and In- 
dustries Commissioner 
Albert McDonald has an- 
nounced the establishment of 
a toll-free hotline for 
Alabama farmers and con- 
sumers to contact his depart- 
ment. And McDonald said he 
will personally man _ the 
phone throughout its first 
day of operation, Monday, 
April 11. The hotline number 
is 1-800-321-0018. 

McDonald said the hot- 
line will be available for use 
by _ individuals having 
business to conduct with his 
department and to any 
citizen having problems, 
complaints, questions or sug- 
a ae concerning any of 

e areas over which the 
Department of Agriculture 
and Industries Department 
of Agriculture and Industries 
acts as a regulatory authority 
over a variety of agriculture- 
related industries ranging 
from chemicals and pesti- 
cides to food and drugs. 

McDonald pointed out 
that one exception to the 
hotline’s use would be the 
issuance of livestock and 
poultry market reports, 
stating ‘‘We simply don’t 
have the facilities or man- 
power to give out market 
reports over the hotline.’’ 

A specially _ trained 
operator will receive the 
incoming hotline calls and 


refer them to the appropriate 
authority who will then re- 
turn the call as promptly as 
possible. Logs will be kept to 
‘record each call that comes in 
‘and to indicate how the call 
was responded to. McDonald 
promised to closely monitor 
the system and to become 
personally involved when 
necessary. 

‘All during my campaign 
for Commissioner people 
asked me who they could 
contact about different 
agricultural and consumer 
related problems or 
questions. I promised that I 
would get them a central 
place to call...and that they 
would get results’’ 
McDonald said in explaining 
the purpose of the system. 
‘In too many cases a citizen 
will try to contact someone in 
State Government and will 
be referred to someone else, 
and then to someone else, 
and on and on until they 
finally get frustrated and 
give up. When a citizen calls 
this hotline we'll get them an 
answer quickly.’’ 

McDonald said the would 
be available to talk with 
hotline callers from 9:00 to 
5:00 p.m. on Monday, April 
11. ‘I want to find out 
first-hand what people will 
call about and then do what I 
can to address their con- 
cerns."’

PORK REFERENDUM 


A state-wide referendum 
will be conducted in late 
April to determine if 
Alabama swine producers 
want to continue the volun- 
tary assessment of 10 cents 
per head on market hogs and 
5 cents per head on feeder 
pigs. Presently, this amount 
is being deducted from the 
sale of hogs. The purpose of 
the check-off is to finance a 
swine promotional program 
to be developed through 
research, education, and ad- 
vertising. 

Coffee County hog pro- 
ducers will vote on Tuesday, 
April 26. The voting places 
will very likely be the Farm 
Bureau insurance offices in 
Enterprise and Elba. The 
referendum will be con- 
ducted by the Alabama pork 
producers which is a division 
of the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation.

MOLE CRICKETS 

Dr. Patricia Cobb, 
entomologist at Auburn, has 
these recommendations for 
the control of mole crickets. 

1. Don't use the mole 
cricket bait in the spring. It is 
not nearly as effective as it is 
in mid-summer, So save your 
money for mole cricket bait 
until about July 1. 

Use a ‘A% Dursban 
cricket bait around July 1. 

3. Use a Diazinon spray 
in the spring. You can also 
use Diazinon 2% granules. 
Sprinkle the granules on top 
of the lawn and then water 
the lawn thoroughtly. Use at 
the same rate as for grub- 
worms. Instructions are 
given on the label. 

Some years mole crickets 
are worse than others. The 
last two years were severe. 
We will just have to wait and

see what happens this spring 
and summer. 


SICK FISH 

The fire ants are flying, 
and the blue gills are dying. 
This sounds like a coinci- 
dence, but it is not. That is 
what is happening now 
throughout south Alabama. 

Dr. John Jensen, 
fisheries specialist at 
Auburn, explains that every 
year at this time some pond 
owners find their blue gills 
dying from eating fire ants. 
Some types or fire ants begin 
to fly during the first warm 
days of the year. If some of 
your blue gills appear 
sluggish of lie on their sides 
before dying, they may be 
suffering from eating too 
many fire ants. It is easy to 
tell if fire ants are causing 


your fish to die. Simply cut 
the fish open and look for the 
fire ants. Only the flying 
form of fire ants is harmful to 
blue gills.

SHRUB PRUNING 


It’s time for you to think 
about pruning your shrubs. 
Pruning controls the plant's 
size and shape, encourages 
flowers or fruit and removes 
dead, diseased or injured 
parts. 

You should use hand 
shears more often than 
hedge shears. Don’t cut all 
the branches you want to 
prune, Then work one branch 
at a time. Don’t cut all the 
branches the same length, 
but try for a natural shape. 
Remember that the top of a 
hedge needs to be slightly 
narrower than the bottom so 


light can reach all the way’ 


down. 

Nandinas, forsythias, 
abelias and spireas should 
have one-fifth to one-third of 
the branches cut to the 
ground each year. Cone- 
bearing plants require 
special care when pruning 
because the active growing 
points are hidden among the 
foliage. If you cut inside the 
active growth, the branch 
will quit growing. 

Shrubs which flower in 
the spring--before May-- 
should be pruned soon after 


they quit blooming. If the 
shrub blooms in June or 
later, prune when you see 
the first signs of spring, 
usually in early March. A 
shrub that is just for foliage 
can be pruned from March 
through August. Don’t prune 
shrubs in the fall. 


SHADING GRASS 


Grass and shade just do 
not go together. I see many 
areas where grass if trying to 
be grown under too heavy of 
a shade. The grass is weak, 
spindly and does not do well 
because it is not getting 
enough sunlight. 

Vines and ground covers 
may be an answer for you in 
these shaded areas. | feel 
that we are not using enough 
of these plants in our area. 
Vines and ground covers also 
have a definite place on 
slopes where mowing is often 
dangerous. These plants are 
also good in soils that are 
very poor or very eroded. 


So if you are having a 
problem growing grass, you 
might consider a ground 
cover instead. 


ASCS Reminds Farmers... . 


Maintain Conservation 


Use Requirements 


Robert English, Chair- 
man of Coffee County ASC 
Committee, reminds farmers 
who are participating in pay- 
ment-in-kind or other 1983 
land diversion and acreage 
reduction programs that con- 
servation use acres must be 
eligible cropland which 
meets certain requirements. 

Farm program partici- 
pants agree to devote crop- 
land taken out of production 
to approved conservation 
practices to protect the land 
from soil and water erosion. 

English said conservation 
use acres must have been 
devoted to row crops or small 
grains in two of the last three 
years except for a summer 
fallow farm in which case the 
cropping requirement is for 
only one of the previous two 
years. The land may not be 
harvested, and grazing is not 
permitted between April 1 
thru September 30, 1983. 
English said haying and 
grazing will be permitted 
only on winter wheat planted 
before the announcement of 


the 
kind program. 

Approved conservation 
uses include annual, biennial 
or peremmial grasses and 
legumes, volunteer stands 
other than weeds, small 
grains and crop residue from 
use of no till, or minimum till 
practices. 

‘Farm program partici- 
pants are required to estab- 
lish such practices as soon as 
possible after the normal 
planting period for spring 
crops,’ English said.

The 1983 programs also 
permit a farmer to establish 
permament conservation 
practices, such as tree plant- 
ing, on land taken out of 
production. Permanent con- 
servation practices may be 
cost-shared under the Agri- 
cultrual Conservation Pro- 
gram. ‘We encourage farm- 
ers to seriously consider tree 
planting as a permanent 
pkactice to reduce annual soil 
loss on eroding cropland.’

Commission Accepts Bid 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, April 11, 
at the Courthouse in Enterprise and 
held a brief, but very active meeting. 
The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. with all commissioners pre- 
sent except Marvin Bowden. Present 
were Rex Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Billy 
Eagerton, Charlie Mack Martin, and 
Eugene Bradley, along with commission 
chairman Marion Brunson, clerk 
Brunease Winston and county engineer 
Frank Charlton. 
After adopting the minutes of the 
previous meeting, bids were opened on 
materials for the County Hwy. Dept and 
for the paving of the Moates Road. 
Bids on ‘‘crushed stone’’ were listed 
in various sizes of stone, with the 
contract split between Southern Stone 
and Vulcan Materials, The only other 
bidder was Southeast Materials. 
TMA Forest Products and Treated 
Timber Products were the lone bidders 
on timber products and both received a 
portion of the contract. 
The paving bids were received from 
Wiregrass Construction  -$36,830, 
Alabama Asphalt -$44,080 and Hooper 
Inc. -$29,580, with the low bid from 
Hooper being accepted. The commission 
discussed the possibility of purchasing 
the materials and then letting a con- 
tractor put down the material; however, 
it was decided it would be cheaper to 
simply award the entire project. 
Mr. Bill Hughes, of the Soil Con. 
servation Service, told the commission 
of two maintenance projects underway 
and requested the county aid in upkeep 
of two roads. He explained that since 
work had been done on the Dewey 
Johnson Road in 1979 a serious erosion 
problem had arisen. According to 
Hughes, if a portion of the road is not 
treated with an *‘All Weather"’ surface, 
it will be little more than a gully by the 
year 2000. The cost to place the 
treatment on 6 miles of Johnson Road 
and 2 miles of East Griffin Road (a road 
recently reworked) was estimated to be 
$10,941. Hughes reminded the com- 
mission the Soil Conservation Service 
had already invested over $180,000 in 
roadbank stabilization on the two roads, 
and that under the original agreement 
the commission had agreed to keep the 
roads serviced. 
Hughes also stated that failure to 
comply with the original agreement 
could affect future project funding. 
rhe commission stated that if the 
construction estimates were correct it 
would do the work requested as soon as 
possible. 
County Supt. of Education John W. 
Vaughan was a guest at Monday's 
meeting and he requested the county fill 
in a ditch in front of the New Hope 
School and do grading work on a drive 
at Project Independence. The com- 
mission stated it would provide minor 
maintenance whenever possible and 
instructed Vaughan to keep the gounty 


detailed report showing the caseload 
handled by his department in both 
District and Circuit Court, and broke 
down the cases into specific categories. 
“The burden on us is in District Court,”’ 
declared Sheriff Paul, ‘‘as is shown by 
these charts.”’ 

The charts compared Coffee County 
with surrounding counties in areas of 
population and size, then noted the 
deputies on staff in each county. 
According to the charts, Dale County 
and Covington County have more 
deputies than Coffee, despite being 
comparable in population and size, a 
fact the sheriff pointed out. 

“Due to the high number of papers 
to be served in cases (17,309 in 1982), 
overtime hours must be put in,’’ said 
Paul. ‘‘The commission instructed me 
to give time off as compensation for 
overtime, but it can’t be done! From the 
point of the budget, where do my men 
stand as far as overtime is concerned?”’ 

The commission appointed com- 
missioners Boutwell and Bradley, as 
well as Judge Brunson, to serve on a 
committee to discuss the problem and 
report back at the next meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 


For Paving Moates Road 


***heard Bill Hughes report funds may 
be forthcoming to allow finalizing 
roadbank work on Hwy. 14; 

***was commended by Supt. John W- 
Vaughan for keeping the dirt roads 
passable to school buses, and the 
county building grounds clean; 
***stated it would provide a storage 
place for commodities, but not aid in 
distribution; 

***was told by Eng. Chariton that the 
rains had pushed the maintenance 
crews behind on doing work on dirt 
roads; 

***stated it would meet with the State 
Hwy. Director and request bridge funds 
be held over and combined with the 
1984 funding; 

***was informed the county had re- 
ceived $40,000 in weatherization funds, 
twice as much as expected; 

***heard L.M. Burch complain about 
subsidizing the garbage pick-up pro- 
gram in the county; 

***heard Eng. Charlton report leveling 
will begin this week on Moates Road; 
***and paid bills.

County Men Go To Court

Jerry Hutto pleaded guilty to con- 
spiracy to commit second degree theft 
and was sentenced by District Judge 
Gary McAlily to a one-year suspended 
sentence with three years probation, 
ordered to pay a $450 fine and make 
restitution for his share of the livestock 
taken. 

According to reports, State Live- 
stock Investigator, Frank Chirico 
testified that the court case centered 
around the theft of five hogs stolen from 
the farm of Joe McDaniel. The hogs, 
valued at $1,026.71, were reportedly 
transported to Elba where Hutto and

School Board Bails Out 
Ailing Athletic Dept. 


The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday night with all members 


. present. Chairman Paul King presided. 


After approval of payment of 
monthly bills, Superintendent John 
Osburn informed board members that 
the system had been operating in the 
black every month this year, in spite of 


» the state’s proration. He noted that last 


year at this time the system had been in 
the black only one month. Osburn said, 
“1 expect it to remain on the positive 
side of the ledger for the month of April, 
but after that, | don’t know.”’ 

It is still uncertain as to the amount 
of bond money Elba will receive from 
the state on the latest bond issue. 
Osburn explained that the asbestos 
cleanup had confused the figures on this 
money, but he expected to get some if 
not all of the alloted funds. Due to this 
and other unknowns, ‘‘the renovation of 
the high school is on hold.’’ 

High School Principal Lamar Foiey 
reported to the board on the financial 
condition of the high school athletic 
program. Foley told board members 
that the athletic fund was $6,312.35 in 
the hole, and this was an accumulation 
of several years with the deficit being 
paid out of the General Fund (soft drink, 
cookie, etc.). He explained that football 
- and this year basketball - had paid 
their way and a little more, but boys and 
girls baseball, and girls basketball don’t 
pay their own expenses. 

Foley and Osburn told board 


«members that additional problems exist 


with the football program now. The 
programs have attracted additional boys 


City Council 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening in a meeting postponed from 
the previous Monday. All were present 
except Councilman Charles Kennett 
who was out of town on business. 

Police Chief Dick Reeves told city 
officials that the emergency 911 
telephone system would be in effect this 
weekend. He also presented copies of 
the monthly activity report of 
complaints, crimes and their 
disposition. The report gives the 
offenses reported for the month, year to 
date, and compares it with the same 
period last year. In, addition to giving 
the type offense and disposition, the 
report breaks down the work done by 
the police officer and includes a sheet 
revealing the total number of hours 
spent on each type police activity. The 
patrol cars traveled 13,095 miles during 
the month. 

The final page is a monthly report of 
the animal control unit (dog catcher) 
and the report indicates 203 complaints 
were answered, with 57 dogs and seven 
cats being impounded, Eleven of these 
animals were sold, 45 destroyed and 
one stolen. The unit traveled 1935 miles 
completing this work. 

Reeves introduced three prospective 
new police officers to the city council. 
They are Freddie D. Briggs, formerly 
of Troy; Stephen F. McGowen, formerly 
of Andalusia; and Wendell ‘‘Buddy”’ 
Ammons of Elba. All three must 
complete training at the police academy 
within the time allowed by Alabama law 
or cease serving as armed police 
officers. 

Jeff Cowen was approved as the new 
superintendent of the Street Depart- 
ment to replace J.C. Stuckey, who has 
indicated to Mayor Bob English he 
intends to retire. Cowen is currently 
employed with the Water and Electric 
Department. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lanny Bryan, whose 
home on Johnson Street burned several 
weeks ago, appeared before the council 
and requested permission to park a 
double-wide mobile home on their lot 
which is zoned R-1. The council agreed 
for the police department to survey the 
neighborhood for feelings on the 
matter, since there were two other 
mobile homes in the immediate area. 
This information would then be passed 
on to the zoning board for action. 
Councilman John W. Sharpless made 
the motion and it passed unanimously. 


Bills totaling $12,316 were approved 
for payment by the council. English told 
council members that purchase of 
recreational equipment, insurance, 
rebuilding an engine and summer 
uniform shirts for the police combined 
to cause the accounts payable to jump 
upward. Councilman Sonny Inman 
noted he had reviewed the bills and 


and there are not enough uniforms 
to outfit all the youths. This year there 
were 52 boys out for spring training in 
the high school, and 60 boys out for 
spring training in Jr.High. Osburn 
explained that to sustain this many boys 
in the program, additional uniforms and 
safety equipment must be acquired. 
“Getting this needed equipment is 
going to take money,’’ Osburn said. He 
recommended transfer of $4000 to the 
General account (where $6000 has 
already been used for the athletic 
program) and reserving $2000 for 
purchase of equipment needed in the 
Jr. High football program. 

The board approved these 
recommendations after strong concern 
about making sure ALL equipment was 
turned back in at the end of the season, 
and also suggesting that any future 
uniform purchases be in the school 
colors of Black and Gold, or change the 
school colors. 

Osburn reviewed the plan to 
‘implement a basic skills remediation 
program in light of the pending 
Alabama High School Graduation 
Examination.’ In other words this 
would be a tutoring program for 
students who appeared to be about to 
fail the required statewide graduation 
test. 

Osburn reported that he was 
formulating a program to purchase 
micro-computers for the schools. He 
said he was ‘‘well on the way to being 
able to use the computers in an 
instructional mode.’’ He explained that 
a special type grant was available to 


Elba to fund the purchase of at least ten 
of these modern machines and teachers 
were already taking night classes to 
qualify as teachers of the introductory 
course. 

Board member Mrs. Gladys 
Yelverton, representing the Ebony Las 
Donas Club, requested in writing that 
her club be allowed to use a portion of 
the abandoned ‘‘Mulberry Heights 
school facility for its monthly club 
meetings and also for sponsoring 
community service projects, such as ~ 
basic skills for local youth, aerobic 
classes, arts and crafts classes and 
others." 

Mrs. Yelverton said she also 
planned to apply for a special federal 
grant to offer educational help to 
community youths during the summer 
months. 

The board voted to allow the rent on 
the same formal basis as the gym is 
leased to Dorsey Trailers, with the lease 
being in writing and the annual lease 
being $1. 

Osburn told board members that 
continuing problems with leaks in the 
vocational building would force them to 
spend a considerable amount of money 
in the near future. He said patching one 
place only caused the water to go 
somewhere else and leak into the 
facility. 

Osburn then did what he said would 
be a monthly matter when he went on 
the record as commending members of 
the faculty and students who have done 
something outstanding during the past 
month.

Reapportionment Means 
New Elections This Fall 


A three-judge federal panel has 
approved the Alabama legislature's 
reapportionment plan adopted during a 
February special session; however, in 
approving the ‘plan the panel also 
ordered Alabama to hold new elections 
this year for every House and Senate 
seat. 

The panel ruled that the districts in 
the 1982 elections violated the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965, and also violated a 
State Constitution prohibition against 
legislative districts crossing county 
lines. In issuing the order, the panel 
did not set a date for the fall elections 
and did not specify whether the 
legislators elected this year would serve 
for three or four years, leaving the state 
officials pondering their future. 

The panel did rule that all terms now 
being served will expire on December 
31, 1983. Under this ruling, if new 
elections are held in November, the 
terms of the new legislators, which 
began the day after the election, would 
overlap with the current legislators. 

Statewide elections cost approxi- 
mately $1 million, according to 
Secretary of State Don Siegelman, and 


could cost $3-4 million if party primaries 
are held. 

“Iam very much displeased the 
elections must be held again,’’ said 
Rep. Jimmy Holley, ‘‘but at the same 
time | am delighted that the committee | 
served on, and the legislature, passed a 
reapportionment plan that was 
acceptable to the federal courts. It 
marked the first time in the history of 
the state the legislature was able to 
reapportion itself.’’ 

‘I feel the electorate in the state 
spoke at the last election and elected 
representatives for a four-year term,”’ 
added Holley. ‘‘It will be a very 
expensive election and cause contro- 
versy in areas where incumbents must 
run against each other."’ 


Under the plan approved by the 
panel, nine House members and 12 
senators will run against other 
incumbents, including Sen. Crum 
Foshee. The new Senate district covers 
Coffee, Covington and Escambia 
Counties, which means Sen. Reo 
Kirkland of Escambia County and 
Foshee will compete for the same seat. 


Elba Police Chief To Resign 


Mayor Bob English confirmed late 
Wednesday that Police Chief Dick 
Reeves has resigned his position 
effective May 13, 1983. According to 
English, Reeves submitted his resigna- 
tion about noon yesterday 
[Wednesday]. 


Reeves told THE ELBA CLIPPER 
that the surprise resignation was 
prompted by plans to enter the fleld of 
private Investigation in Montgomery. In 
spite of his previous Intentions to 
remain in Elba at least until the 
completion of the term of the present 
mayor and council, Reeves sald 
continued requests by Montgomery and 
south Alabama lawyers that he enter
